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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the nnanner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2, Claims 9-1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The newly added limitation "with the blade for 
sawing passing through an aperture in the sole plate..." is new matter, as applicant has 
not previously disclosed that the sole plate has an aperture. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nnay not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject nnatter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims^ -17, as broadly claimed, are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Bourke *293 in view of Bradley 1 ,035,524. *293 discloses a power tool 
having a motor housed within a body, the body comprising the drill body and the 
adapter body, as the adapter when attached to the drill body forms a unitary body and 
as the adapter cannot function as disclosed without being a unitary part of the drill body.

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or any other motor housing, the motor arranged to power a reciprocating shaft housed 
within the unitary body, on which a blade is mounted, and a pivotable sole plate, the 
plate pivoting between a guide position and a non-guide position when the sole plate is 
positioned in a recess in the body. '293 does not disclose that the sole plate has an 
aperture. '830, figures 1 and 6, clearly teaches, in a reciprocating saw. that it is known 
to provide a body, 10, a motor in the body, the motor arranged to power a reciprocating 
shaft housed within the body adjacent the motor on which a blade for sawing may be 
mounted. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have provided '293 with the '524 to teach, in a reciprocating saw, 
a sole plate 29 that is pivotable and in which the blade is mounted to pass through the 
structure of the sole plate, and not just the plane of the sole plate, thereby providing a 
larger "foot print" for the sole plate and a more stable guide for the saw 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 9-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. It is the examiner's position that, as 
most broadly claimed by applicant, the drill body and attachment body disclosed by '293 
must form a unitary body to function, and that it is the unitary body that encloses the 
motor, and reciprocating shaft. Applicant has had ample opportunity to amend the 
claims to further limit the structure of the overall tool, and to overcome the rejections 
based on '293. As currently set forth, the claims do not require any structure limiting the 
body that is not shown by '293. Note also that applicant has not disclosed any structure 
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of the sole plate, other than the pivot. To now claim that the blade passes through an 
aperture is new matter not supported by the specification, drawings or previous claims.
